SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 


To the Taxpayers of West Rutland: 

This year we were compelled to spend quite a little more 
money than usual, but it will save the town money in the future. 
Your school building in District 21 was overcrowded and improp- 
erly heated. The committee, consisting of your selectmen and 
directors appointed at the last annual town meeting to look into 
the matter of providing more school room, decided that the most 
convenient and economical plan would be to put in two rooms on 
the third floor. This we have done, and have two very pretty 
rooms finished in natural wood, with steel ceilings and provided 
with first-class seats, blackboards, etc. 

We found that the old system of heating was costing alto- 
gether too much and was not satisfactorily distributing the hea 1 :. 
We asked for bids for a steam heater and awarded the contract -to 
a local firm. We are now heating three floors cheaper with sle^Ti 
than we could heat two heretofore with hot air. We have added 
a recreation roon in the basement, which is well lighted and 
heated, and here children may play during the recesses in stormy 
weather, or the older pupils may use it as a study room. We have 
improved the basement by putting in new windows, a new hatch- 
way, a cement-bottom coal bin, and have also put in the aqueduct 
water. 

We were obliged to re-lay the front marble steps, as they were 
rapidly loosening and very soon would fall We have also put in 
a front vestibule, which keeps out quite a little cold air and puts a 
stop to people using the steps as a loafing place.
